FARMERS TOUR 
ONTARIO COUNTY | 


On Wednesday, May 29, a bus load 
of Hastings County farmers, who are 
members of the Hastings County Soil 
and Crop Improvement and Beef 
Improvement Associations, toured 
some of the beef and dairy farms in 
‘Ontario County. 3 
| The tour commenced at Elmcroft 
Farms, Beaverton, owned by George 
McLaughlin, where they saw and 
heard Mr. McLaughlin outline his 


i 


farm management, paying particular | 


.attention to his haying and pasture 
operations, At Mr. Gill's farm, Green- 
bank, they saw a laying flock of some 
27,000 layers in cages. These were in 
a converted barn, now having four 
, floors. Mr. Gill has an automatic egg 
washer and grades his own eggs. _ 

At Sandoon Farms, Goodwood, they 
were able to view a feed lot where 
silage stored in a glass-lined silo is 
being fed; also, they had the privilege 
of seeing some of Canada’s top Short- 
horn sires. At Mr. Edgar Ward's 
farm, Claremont, they saw another 
steer feeding operation where. some 
200 steers are fed automatically from 
two large silos. High moisture corn is 
used extensively with the consentrate 
being metered automatically. 

At the farm owned by Mr. Massey 
at Ashburn, they saw some Charolais 
bulls which are being used on Here- 
ford, Angus and Shorthorn cows. The 
off-spring are fed from two large 
silos 24 x 60 and 30 x 60, each having 
the lazy-susan attachment, On this 
farm over 125 acres of grain corn are 
' grown. On the High Point Farm, 
owned by Mr. Lloyd Smith, Port 
Perry, they had the opportunity of 
discussing with him his excellent 
pasture and hay program as well as 
seeing his fine herd of Holstein 
leattle. Mr. Smith finds that a small

As the seeeding season ap- 
proaches farmers of the west have 
hopes 1963 may give a crop like 
that of 1962.

Its 
reaction to disease is tested. Rig- 
orous screening tests give a good 
idea to yield capacity and malting 
quality.

Years ago, in far-off Poland, 
an intensely curious little girl 
named Victoria. gazed raptly at

Mrs, Vicky Nemanishen of Fox- 
ford, Saskatchewan is helping to 
unlock secrets of nature's mineral

To Vicky, prospecting is fulfil- 
ment of a lifelong dream. Since 
early childhood, she has been an 
avid reader of books on adven- 
ture and science. Encouraged by 
her parents, she very soon devel- 
oped a keen interest in natural 
phenomena and the universe.

Among the old woodcuts, docu- 
ments and pictures will be’ some 
early English printtag, including 
the first piece done in Etgland, 
a “Letter of Indulgence” printed 
by Caxton in 1476, istias 

Early printing offices will be 
reconstructed in. all their details 
for the exhibition, with old hand- 
presses and compositors working 
at “frames” which hold the type 
made in 1668. 

There will also be a demonstra- 
tion of copper-engraving, and a 
section showing the development 
of the various ways in which pic- 
tures have been printed right up 
to the colour printing of today. 

To go back to newspapers, visi- 
tors will also be able to eee the 
first newspaper to be printed in 
English, the “Corrant out of Eng- 
land” of 1620, and a 1702 copy 
of the “Daily Courant”, Britain's 
first daily newspaper. 


C ’ 
anada's 
currency 

The first coing issued for use 
in what is now Canada, struck by 
Louis XIV of France in 1670, were 
five and fifteen sol silver pleces. 
After Canada was ceded to Bri- 
tain in 1763 there was little effort 
to supply an offical currency; 
coins of all sorts were circulated, 
the. Spanish dollar being very 
widely used and many merchants 
and banks issued semi-official 
tokens, The decimal system of cur- 
rency was officially adopted in 
1858, when one, five, ten and 
twenty cent coins were struck, The 
Dominion of Canada’s first coins 
were produced in 1870. 

The rarest of all Canadian coins 
are the $10 and $20 gold pieces 
struck at New Westminster, B.C., 
in 1862 without approval of the 
British government. Not more

in ten denominations that include 
a $25 bill, a $500 bill and a $1,000 
bill; there are about 20,000 of the 
$1,000 bills in circulation.

than ten specimens of each are 
known to exist. The rarest modern 
coin is the 1921 fifty cent piece. 
Because of large strikings in pre- 
ceding years there was no demand 
for the 1921 issue and it was re- 
called for remelting in 1928; its 
catalogue value is $3,500. 


In 1686, because of a shortage 
of coin, Canada’s first paper 
money was issued, This was “play- 
ing card money,” playing cards 
cut up, marked with a value and 
personally signed by the French 
Governor. Later the French issued 
“ordonnances,”’ government prom- 
issory notes payable on demand; 
by 1760, under the financial pres- 
sure of the Seven Years’ War, the 
authorities had issued this money 
to an estimated value of 80,000,- 
000 livres and after 1763 it be- 
came worthless. The continuing 


Bishortage of coin then led Lower 


Canada mechanta to issue due 
bills, called “bons,” redeemable 
for merchandise at the store of 
the issuer, Public acceptance of 
this paper money led to the issue 
of notes by private banks in the 
early 18008. 

Since 1945 only the Bank. of 
Canada has been permitted to issue 
paper money. At December 31, 
1960, currency and coin in: public 
circulation totalled $1,901,110,526, 
up by $610 million from 10 years 
previously. At January, 1962, the 
country’s money supply (defined as 
total deposits, less Government of 
Canada deposits, leas float, plus 
notes in circulation outside of 
banking system) was $14.2 billion, 
about 90 percent higher than 10 
years previously,

STATUS SYMBOL PETS 
Canada’s pet population 1s 


with it a whole group of industries 
catering to the comforts of ani- 
mals, | 

. Reasons given for the increase 
range from Canada’s rising stand- 
ard of living (purebred animals 
are the new status symbol) to de- 
veloping a sense of responsibilty 
in children, but today two million 
Canadian households own dogs or 
cats or both! This adds up to 3.1 
million cats and: 1.7 million dogs 
who make ‘their homes with hu- 
mans in this country. 


The status! symbol theory is 
reflected in the increase in pure- 
bred animals according to the 
magazine “Dogs in Canada”, 
which says there are a quarter 
of a million purebred dogs regi- 
stered with the Canadian Live- 
atock Records, plus many more 
not registered. — 


Most of purebreds are Canadian- 
berd and Canadian breeders are 
paid highly regarded in other 
countries especially the United 
States which imports a thousand 
Canadian dogs every year. Most 
popular of the 129 recognized 
breeds in Canada are the poodle, 
the German shepherd and the 
‘beagle. 

The big demand for smaller 
sized poodles and other toy breeds 
is said due to the trend toward 
apartment living in most Cana- 
dian cities. Larger dogs are more 
popular in the country where they 
are useful as watchdogs as well 
as pets. 


As cats are not registered as > 
livestock, it is a little more dif- 
ficult to estimate their num- 
bers but the Canadian Cat As- 
sociation keeps track of the 
purebreds. Of 12 recognized cat 
breeds, the Siarfiese is the most 
popular followed by Persians 
and Abbysinians. Cats live 
longer than dogs-—-their average 
life span is 10 to 20 years com- 
pared to 10 to 12 for dogs-— 
and they too have become more 
popular in city homes. 


“This pet population provides & 
sizeable market for prepared 
foods, veterinary care and acoutre- 
ments such as collars,\ brushes, 
cushions and other comforts. The 
average annual expenditure for 
household pets is estimated at 
$24.00, most of which goes for 
food, Although cats in Canada out- 
number dogs by nearly two to 
one volume sales of prepared cat 
foods are only about one quarter 
those for dog food.

Russians seek 
520 herefords 


The Alberta Hereford Associa- 
tion announced that: livestock ex- 
perts from the Soviet Union have 
arrived in Alberta to begin sellect- 
ing cattle for export to their 
country. By mid-June it is antici- 
pated that they will have picked 
520 purebred Herefords for ship- 
ment to Russia. 

This marks the fourth consecu- 
tive year that Alberta Herefords 
have been selected to improve the 
beef industry behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. Last year, the Alberta Here- 
ford Association shipped 340 head 
of breeding stock which was used 
on collective and state farms. 


BIG TOUR 
Alberta Hereford Association 
secretary Reuben Hamm says the 
1963 consignment to Russia will 
consist of 220 bulls and 300 heifers 


The shipment will be made in two 
phases, 340 head will leaye, Al- 
berta early in July for shipment 
from the port of Montreal aboard 
the SS Alondra, the same ship 
used for the 1962 consignment. A 
further 180 head will be shipped 
from Montreal around August 15, 
AHA selector Tom Hughes of 
High River will accompany the 
Russian experts on their tour of 
Alberta Hereford farms and 
ranches, They will cover the entire 
province from Peace River coun- 
try in the north to the Milk River 
area in the south. 

The total value of the Hereford 
export consignment is expected to 
be around $200,000.—Rocky View 
News and Market Examiner.
